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REPORT OF THE EXTENSION SERVICE COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR 1937 
To the President and Members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada: 

Extension Service in 1937 was carried out on the 
same plan as in the previous year, but an increased ap- 
propriation of $24,000.00 made possible a more ag- 
gressive campaign in some sections of the country. This 
was particularly true in the Province of Quebec, where 
a full time fieldman was hired, commencing July first. 
in increase of $800.00 in the appropriation to the Que- 
hee Branch made this possible and the Committee is 
hopeful that Mr. Hermas Lajoie, their appointee, will co- 
ordinate and strengthen the work there. In order to put 
him on the same basis as the Ontario men, a new car 
was loaned to the Quebec Branch for his use. 

In Ontario the services of the two fieldmen, Mr. 
Holtby in the east, and Mr. Jenvey in the west, were 
ontinued and the Committee believes that more service 
s being rendered here than ever before. 30th men are 
jualified authorities on the breed and both are enthusi- 
tic workers on its behalf. Particular attention has

ident. A suggestion of the Secretary——that he take pic- 
tures of cattle and other things of interest on his trip 
and project them for the instruction and entertainment 
of the breeders back in Canada was endorsed and the 
necessary equipment was purchased for the purpose.

Canadian farm press for the generous coverage they have 
given to events and items of interest to Holstein breed- 
ers. Their editors and representatives are always willing 
to lend a hand to anything that will benefit agriculture, 
and they are worthy of all the support we can give them. 

No new literature was printed in 1937, although a 
new booklet was prepared and will be issued early in 
1938. A heavy demand was experienced for the more 
recent publications which necessitated the reprinting of 
5,000 Milk booklets, 10,000 Facts about Holstein-Frie- 
sian Cattle and 2,000 Conquest of the Holstein Cow, in 
French. Quite a number of true type pictures, large and 
small, were distributed and true type models were pur- 
chased and resold at cost to a number of individuals and 
organizations. A special effort was made to supply 
teachers of agriculture with literature on Holstein milk 
and Holstein cattle and several thousand of such special 
packages were sent out. 

An encouraging feature of the 1937 business was the 
export trade, which was slightly better than the previous 
year. Breeders were encouraged as far as practicable to 
blood test their herds in order to meet the requirements 
of the United States market, and more activity along 
this line is indicated for another year. This is perhaps 
the biggest problem facing our breeders today, and it is 
so closely allied to the marketing of our cattle that it 
cannot be disregarded. The purchase of 190 head of 
purebreds by Baron Von Trutzschler of Chester, Eng- 
land, and the numerous shipments of Holstein grades 
to the Glasgow market offer some hope of a new outlet 
in the old Country. Canada is in a favorable position to 
supply tuberculin tested dairy cattle for this market and 
with the more aggressive testing program being in- 
augurated by the authorities over there, this trade may 
be considerably enlarged. There is no doubt as to the 
capabilities of Canadian Holsteins to do well under their 
conditions. 

Our thanks are extended to the Agricultural Repre- 
sentative Services and to the many members of the 
Federal and Provincial Departments of Agriculture, who 
have assisted so willingly in our Extension program. We 
appreciate their support and confidence and the impartial 
way in which they lend their help to the legitimate im- 
provement of all classes of stock. 

On the following pages will be found the audited 
financial statements of each Branch Association and 
their representative at this meeting will be pleased to 
explain any items that are not clear to you. Your sug- 
gestions and constructive criticism will be welcomed.

BIGGEST BALLROOM 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR 1937 

To the Members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada: 

For the past several years it has been the aim of the 
Finance Committee to present a balanced budget. It 
was felt that the reserves of the Association were suffici- 
ent to meet any reasonable eventuality and that the total 
vearly revenue should be given back to the breeders in 
some form of service. Steadily increasing business has, 
neverthless, resulted in unforseen operating surpluses 
each year Which have been added to the assets in the 
form of bonds or equipment. In view of previous ex- 
perience, the 1937 Committee decided to increase the 
expenditures by $5,586.00 and figure upon the same 
receipts as in 1956, in an effort to give all the service 
possible 

The Revenue Account for 1937 indicates that an 
operating loss of $5,851.32 was incurred. This is ac- 
counted for in two ways. In the first place, the extra 
evenue resulting from the moratorium on penalty fees 
in 1926 was only compensated for in part by the increase 
of 1.176 heifer registrations in 1937, and was largely 
responsible for the decrease of $7,855.37 in revenue. In 
the second place, an unforseen expense of $2,145.00 was 
incurred by the printing of an additional 500 copies of 
Volume 18 of the Year Book, when the original supply 
was sold out early in the year. Adjustments were made 
during the latter half of the year to bring the expendi- 
tures more in line with the receipts and the Committee is 
quite satisfied, under the circumstances, to have an op- 
erating loss that is only slightly in excess of the operat- 
ing profit of the previous year. 

A new automobile was purchased at a cost of $875.50 
and loaned to the Quebec Branch, under a similar ar- 
rangement to that in force with the two Ontario Ex- 
tension Committees. Additional files and equipment were 
bought for the office at a cost of $355.47. A total of 
$3,322.85 was put into the erection of a memorial to 
“Springbank Snow Countess’, and this was set up as an 
asset on account of its deferred advertising value and 
eeneral worth over a period of years. It will be subject 
to the usual terms of depreciation, but there will be no 
reserve set aside to replace it, as with the other assets. 
To cover these purchases and the general operating loss 
the Committee sold $9,500.00 par value of Dominion 
Government Bonds due in 1959. These were bought at 
par and realized a profit over their purchase price. of 
73.75. This additional revenue from the sale of bonds 
permitted the Association to close the year with all ac- 
counts paid and a small balance on hand. 

The balance of assets over liabilities is now $97,- 
529.65 and it is the opinion of the Committee that it 
should be held around this figure as nearly as the varia- 
tions from year to year permit. 

The fidelity bonds of the Secretary and Accountant 
have been inspected and are in the custody of the audi- 
tor. All securities of the Association have been inspected 
by your President and were found to be in order and 
properly safeguarded. 

Every member of the Association is requested to 
study the details of the statements appearing on the 
following pages. This is vour Association, and it is for 
you to judge whether the stewardship of your Directors 
has been satisfactory.

The main barn is one hundred 
and forty eight feet long and forty 
two feet wide with a stable planned 
with six loose boxes and nine stand- 
ing stalls for horses in the eastern 
section and eight bull pens and twelve 
calf pens in the west section. The 
cow stable has accommodation for 
thirty cows. Extending eastward 
from main barn is the office build- 
ing containing superintendent’s of- 
fice, harness and utensil rooms. Over 
the barn is the hay loft and gran- 
aries. 

The ventilating system in the main 
barn is provided by means of fresh 
air intake ducts on outer walls with 
grilles near ceiling and by exhaust 
ducts with grilles near the floor. 
The exhaust ducts are carried up

nected there with main ducts to the 
roof ventilators. On the floor of 
the loft special ventilation is provid- 
ed for the hay by means of boxed 
ducts with air inlets at outer walls 
and outlets at close’ intervals 
throughout the lengths of the floor 
ducts.

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Modern Methods with Forage Crops 


Green Hay Silage 


By H. H. TUCKER, 


ANY attempts have been made to make silage from 
M por grasses and legumes. This method has met 

with varying amounts of success and failure at 
yarious times and in various localities. The addition of 
some material to hasten fermentation or to immediately 
increase the acid content of the silage has greatly im- 
proved this method of harvesting grass, and has made 
the method so dependable that it is being taken up and 
used by many farmers. 


A. I. V. Silage. One method of making silage by 
adding inorganic acids was perfected by Dr. A. I. Vir- 
tanen of Finland and is known as the A. I. V. Method. 
This method has been found to give very satisfactory 
results and has been used rather extensively in this coun- 
try and abroad. The addition of inorganic acids requires 
acertain amount of technical help and is bothersome to 
the farmer. If this acid is not properly handled, there is 
a certain amount of danger involved. Inorganic acids 
coming in direct contact with the inside wall of some 
silos are more corrosive than ordinary silage acids. A 
few feeding inconveniences have been noted and report- 
ed, such as increased laxativeness of cows fed on A. I. V. 
silage and the decreased palatability of the feed. In 
several places, however, this method has proven success- 
ful and is in regular use. 


Phosphoric Acid Silage. A variation of this method 
now being tried out in some states is the addition of phos- 
phoric acid. This method is still in its experimental 
stages, however. Possibly the greatest claim in its favor 
over that of A. I. V. silage is that phosphorus is added 
to the soil through the manure. The ordinary farmer is 
not familiar with inorganic acids and does not welcome 
their use. 

Molasses Silage. The addition of some material to 
bring about quicker fermentation has been practiced for

a number of years. Many farmers have mixed corn with 
soybeans and other slow fermenting crops. The high 
protein anl low sugar content of legumes favors putri- 
fication or rotting more than it does the formation of 
acids, which preserve the grasses. The corn when mixed 
with high protein feeds, such as legumes, adds sufficient 
soluble sugars to allow the action of acid-forming bac- 
teria to surpass that of the other undesirable bacteria, 
giving a slightly acid feed due to the organic acids 
naturally developed. Molasses added to grasses and 
legumes give the same results. 


The first molasses grass silage made at the New 
Jersey Experiment Station was made in 1931. This was 
made from sweet clover that was very lush and green and 
high in protein. It was known that legume crops often 
rotted before they soured. We thought that perhaps this 
particular process could be changed by adding sugars in 
the form of molasses so that the resulting mixture would 
sour instead. This was found to be true and a very pala- 
table and satisfying feed resuted. About a year and a 
half later, similar work was reported from South Africa. 
This work has been continued at the Experiment Station 
and also tried out and proved satisfactory at many other 
Experiment Stations as well as by many farmers. 


This system has proved to be satisfactory when used 
with any type of grass or green cereal, including timothy, 
blue grass, rye, oats, wheat, and sudan grass, and also 
with legumes including clover, alfalfa, sweet clover, 
vetch, soybeans and field peas, and any mixture of 
grasses and legumes. 

When molasses is added, the fermentation starts al- 
most immediately and the process is completed within 
a few days. 

In the summer of 1934 an experiment was conducted 
at the New Jersey Experiment Station to develop a prac-

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Wisconsin’s Annual Holstein Meet 
By ROBERT GEIGER 


HE 46th annual meeting of the Wisconsin Holstein 
"T Breeaers Association was held at Green Bay on 

Thursday and Friday, Feb. 17th and 18th and this 
year’s meeting was again outstanding from the stand- 
point of attendance the program; interest shown by the 
breeders; and results accomplished. More than 200 
breeders were present. 

The first day’s program started at 1 p. m. on Thurs- 
day with a short address of welcome by John S. Farrell, 
Mayor of Green Bay and the Response to this was made 
by Chas. Brace, Lone Rock, Pres. of the State Associa- 
tion. Mf. Brace also briefly summarized the work of 
the State Association in 1937 and made suggestions for 
work to be accomplished during the coming year. Mr. 
Brace commended the various state committees on the 
work accomplished by each, particularly the organiza- 
tion committee, which reported an increase of 30% in 
memberships over 1936. 

Other speakers appearing on the program were Glen 
Vergeront of the Dairy Dept. of Wis. Agricultural Col- 
lege; Prof. W. W. Yapp, Head of the Dairy Dept. of 
the Illinois Agricultural College and Howard Clapp, 
Herdsman of Pabst Holstein Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. 

Mr. Vergeront’s address on ‘‘How to get a wider 
distribution and use of commendable Holstein herd 
sires’’ was a summarization of results of Wisconsin’s 
Production Testing program in 1937. He reported that 
there are 143 Dairy Herd Improvement Associations 
now functioning in the state, with 3,326 dairy herds en- 
rolled. During the past year 13,431 Registered Hol- 
steins and 26,779 grade Holsteins were tested in these 
testing associations. This brings the number of tested 
Holsteins to 40,210 out of a grand total of all breeds 
tested of 62,129 cows. In addition 27 herds were tested 
in Advanced Registry and 74 Holstein herds are being 
tested in the Herd Improvement Registry test. Three 
hundred sixty-six Holstein sires have been proved in the 
state since 1935 through daughter-dam production com- 
parisons. Of this total 222 have proved commendable 
and the balance (38) not desirable. He also explained

exceptionally fine results and of the plan of sire distripy. 
tion through special 4-H Holstein Sire Clubs. 

Professor W. W. Yapp’s address on “‘The Principles 
of Dairy Cattle Breeding the effect of Crossing Breeds” 
was one of the finest ever presented on these important 
subjects and the information that he gave should he 
placed in the hands of every dairyman or would-be dairy- 
man in America. His material was illustrated with 
charts, slides and movies and pictured very clearly the 
complicity of the Genetics of breeding or the transmis. 
sion of desirable characters. 

The pictures of the results of crossing two pure 
dairy breeds, an experiment conducted by the Illinois 
Experimental station, demonstrated definitely the dis- 
astrous results of ‘‘Crossbreeding”’ dairy breeds. If any 
dairyman once sees this demonstration he can ea 
see the futility of such a breeding program. 

Professor Yapp also emphasized the value of intellj- 
gent line-breeding and in-breeding in developing better 
dairy cattle, but cautioned the breeders who follow these 
practices, to be close students of the material they are 
working with. 

Howard Clapp, of Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, gave 
a splendid talk on ‘Artificial Insemination—Its Practi- 
cal Advantages in our Breeding Program and its Limita- 
tions.”” Comments are omitted as the material pre- 
sented will be published in the World. 


Holstein Banquet 

The Holstein banquet and entertainment program 
was held at the Northland Hotel on Thursday evening 
with over 300 in attendance. Following the banquet 
Pres. Chas. Brace opened the speaking and entertain- 
ment program with a short talk and then introduced 
Dr. E. H. Eklund, Supt. of the Wis. State Reformatory 
at Green Bay. Dr. Eklund was chairman of the local 
committee in charge of this year’s convention and did 
a fine job of making the meeting such an outstanding 
success. He introduced Glen M. Householder, Extension 
Director of our National Association who acted as Master 
of Ceremonies for the balance of the program. 


Entertainment features included group singing led 
by Prof. Alex Enna of Green Bay; several numbers, it- 
cluding Holstein songs, by the Dane County Holstein 
Quartette, and numerous stories and impersonations by 
Ben Rusy, of Madison, District County Agent leader. 
His impersonation of ‘“‘The Yankee Rabbit Hunter” was 
especially good. 

On the speaking program, short talks were given by 
Prof. W. W. Yapp, head of the Dairy Department of 
Illinois Agricultural College; A. J. Glover of Hoards 
Dairyman, Ft. Atkinson, Wis., and Harley Wittig, Green 
Bay, President of the Brown County Holstein Associa- 
tion; O. C. Oosterhuis of Oconomowoc, President of the 
Holstein Friesian Association of America, addressed the 
group on the status of our National Association and the 
great opportunity that Holstein breeders have in work- 
ing with this great dairy breed. His talk was a real 
inspiration to all who heard him. 

John D. Jones, Jr., general agent of the Farm Credit 
Administration, St. Paul, Minn., gave a splendid address 
on “A Changing Agriculture in a Changing World.” He 
emphasized the necessity of the dairyman to so adjust 
his cattle improvement program, that these changing 
conditions can be met.

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Dick Paul and His Black Beauties 


cuits; breeder of many famous show animals, in- 

cluding several All-Americans; seller of the highest 
priced female in recent years; developer of a long line 
of record cows up to 1,181 lbs. fat; rather a full achieve- 
ment, you will admit, even to represent the life work of 
ne of our most successful life-time breeders. Yet the 
subject of this sketch, and the man who has accom- 
plished all these things, is not yet twenty-six years of 
age. He is Richard H. (Dick) Paul, the young master of 
Paul Farms. 

Dick Paul was born at Cam- 
pridge City, Indiana, on April 27, 
1912. A year or two earlier, his 
father, E. O. Paul, had acquired the 
first parcel of land which now con- 
stitutes Paul Farms. Actively en- 
vsaged in the manufacturing  busi- 
ness, Mr. Paul, the elder, had a keen 
love of the soil and of good live- 
stock, and in the years that followed 
spent much of his time with that 
avocation. In 1916 Mr. Paul founded 
the present herd with the purchase 
f his first pure-bred Holsteins. 

At nine and ten years of age 
Dick spent much of his time with 
the herd, even to the point of play- 
ing “hookey”’’ from school on occa- 
sion. He never missed a chance to 
attend a show or sale with his 
father, entered early into calf-club 
work, and developed a keenness of 
eye in judging cattle that soon 
earned the respect of his elders. At 
fourteen he made a solo trip by automobile through the 
middle west, visiting the out-of-the-way herds, as well 
as the more famous ones. On this trip he selected and 
made purchases of seven registered Holstein heifer 
calves. Three of these heifers became cornerstones of 
great families at Paul Farms. Possibly the greatest 
of the lot was Ormsby Inka Hengerveld, a granddaugh- 
ter of Pride of Sir Piets. She was a high-ranking show 
cow for several years, a state champion producer, and 
dam of one of the great Produce-of-Cow groups of the 
1937 show season. While he was still in his teens, Dick 
personally selected the ‘‘Popevale’’ cows, the ‘‘Dellas”’ 
and the great cow, Lass Ormsby Clyde, which were to 
bring him into prominence as a successful showman and 
developer, and to form great families that are the very 
“heart” of the present herd. 


Te years of successful showing on the big-time cir- 


Mr. Paul senior, recognizing the ability of his son 
and desiring to hold his interest in the cattle encouraged 
Dick to assume more and more of the details of herd 
management. Aside from the time taken in his school- 
ing, the younger of the Pauls spent every possible 
moment with the herd, or in poring over pedigrees and 
record books. Even at that date he had several very 
definite ideas of what was lacking in the herd and how 
he might move for correc- 
ton and improvement.

As a yearling, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby be- 
came even more of a sensation than he had been as a 
ealf. Again showing with the Elmwood string, he dupli- 
eated his winnings of the previous year and was named 
All-American yearling. As a two-year-old and again in 
three-year-old form, he again went through the big- 
time circuit almost without challenge, and each year 
was named All-American. His record of continuous 
winning has never been duplicated and is without chal- 
lenge as this ig written. 

In 1931 and ’32 a few of the 
beautiful black offspring of K B K O 
made their appearance in the show 
rings. The 1933 shows, the first year 
Paul Farms had a full string on the 
circuit, became the start of a series 
of winnings that have grown 
stronger with each succeeding year. 
The past season, 1937, was the most 
successful to date, with nine nomina- 
tions for All-American consideration 
on animals bred at Paul Farms. 

Long before reaching his major- 
ity Dick Paul assumed a large share 
of the management of the Farms. 
It was he who planned the matings, 
took personal charge of the fitting 
and feeding, and gave supervision 
to the work with the test cows. He 
is a firm believer in full development 
of the entire herd in the production 
tests, favoring Class B and C rec- 
ords. Some years back he ran a 
string on four-time test and carried 
them through the year. The high- 
est production was reached by Bess Johanna Della Fobes 
Segis, whose Class A figures were 32,181.3 lbs. milk and 
1,181.7 lbs. of fat, which are Indiana State Records over 
all ages and breeds. 

Dick Paul is a firm believer in line-breeding, in fact 
many of his most successful matings could be termed 
in-breeding to K BK O. From 1933 to 1935 he brought 
several splendid young sires into the herd, in addition 
to using several of the more promising sons of K. B. 
K.O. The resutls of line-breeding to the old bull became 
so convincing that two years ago he went wholly to that 
practice, choosing as principal sire King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby 14th, because of great promise as an indi- 
vidual and for the regard in which he held the great 
two generations of Popevale cows back of him. That 
his judgment is without flaw is proved by the great suc- 
cess of this bull and his near relatives in the show rings, 
and by the many splendid young things he is siring. 

The Pauls, father and son, were always on the look- 
out for well-bred females that met their exacting re- 
quirements. In addition to the famous brood-cows al- 
ready mentioned, many others that have left their mark 
in the herd have been added from time to time. To a 
large extent these cows have been of the richest Ormsby 
breeding, to conform with 
Dick’s belief in line-breed-

It would seem that eventually we might get our by- 
laws exactly as we want them without continual amend- 
ment, but with 32,000 members this day seems never to 
arrive. One queston that will evidently be a live topic 
for discussion this year will relate to possible changes in 
the present fees for registry or transfer or both. Many 
members feel that two things are essential—first that we 
operate with a balanced budget; second that we must 
carry on our promotional and extension efforts with in- 
creased activity. Currently. volume of business is per- 


tion. 
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mitting both of these propositions to take place. For th, 
first nine weeks of 1938, the Association is operating 
nicely in the black. However, this is the season when 
business is always more active and balances accruing now 
could easily be used up by deficits during the summer 
months, particularly with the extra expenses always ap. 
pearing in connection with the annual conventions, 

The Board of Directors has a special committee study. 
ing the subject of fees and they will doubtless have som, 
recommendations to make. Many members in their jp. 
dividual capacities are also giving the subject serious 
thought. An interesting suggestion recently came to yg 
that the Association make a flat increase of 50 cents ip 
all fees, with the proviso that this amount be rebateg 
to all who are members of state associations, in goog 
standing. 

The reasoning here is that this would promote q 
more active membership in the state associations, ang 
that with their larger receipts from dues it would then 
be unnecessary to make the present allocations of trang. 
fer fee money to the state associations. This plan would 
insure that every breeder doing business with the Asgo. 
ciation in registering and transferring animals would be 
taking his fair part in contributing to the extension and 
promotional effort of the breed. 

It might be rather cumbersome in administration 
and would require thorough planning and _ thinking 
through in all detail, but we pass on the suggestion, hoyw- 
ever, as one that is worthy of further consideration, 


Herd Test And D. H. I. A. 


TTENTION is directed to the resolution adopted by 
A the Directors of the New York Holstein-Friesian 

Association for presentation at the forthcoming 
National Convention, relative to recognition of D. H. 1 
A. records for publication in the Red Book. Text of this 
resolution will be found on page 30 of the March 5 
World. 


The World is in entire sympathy with the funda- 
mental ided of this resolution. Without doubt there is 
too much duplication of effort in our Herd Test and the 
better ¢onducted D. H. I. Associations. We have felt 
that the time would eventually arrive when our associa- 
tion could leave the supervision of the herd test records to 
the D. H. I. A. organization and devote the savings in 
expense thus effected to the publication of the largely in- 
creased number of Holstein records that would thus be 
available. 


There are two angles of the matter that would have 
two be reconciled. Our Association would have to be 
satisfied that the D. H. I. A. supervision was sufficiently 
close to permit general acceptance. At the same time, 
requirements should not be stiffened to a point that 
would add so much to the expense that the general 
D. H. I. A. effort would be handicapped. 


It must be borne in mind that the original purpose 
of the Cow Testing Association was to provide informa- 
tion for the owner for his guidance in feeding, selection 
and breeding. Then as the commercial value of the rec 
ords became more widely recognized, it became necessal 
to provide closer supervision and greater accuracy Col 
siderable prograss has been made in this direction, but 
there are still some points in regard to number of cows 
that can be milked at one time: monthly identification 0 
individual cows, etc., that would have to be given ver 
thoughtful consideration. As the commercial value 0! 
the records increases, so also increases the necessity 0 
supervision that will retain public confidence in thell 
accuracy. 

They are trying out a plan in Massachusetts under 
which supervision of A. R. and D. H. I. A. testing will 
be centralized in the State College. All D. H. I. A. testets 
must be approved by the College, and the Director Wi.

He had 
syst completed a very remarkable period of state service 
as chairman of the Wisconsin Department of Agriculture, 
which has benefitted Badger State agriculture more than 
may be measured. “‘Completed’’ isn’t the word either, 
I guess, for he never will cease giving freely to the farm- 
ing interests of his native state, and, driving eastward, 
was commissioned to represent Wisconsin in a Congres-

OR our cover subject this week, we have chosen 
Fr mauaiene Inka Ormsby Fobes 1755955, All-Ameri- 

can 2-year-old heifer of 1937. She won a similar 
honor as a senior yearling in 1936. This splendid heifer, 
bred and owned by Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
first flashed into prominence at the National Dairy Show 
in 1936, when Judge Moscrip chose her to head the class 
at Dallas. Freshening in February 1937, she performed 
splendidly and inspite of her long show circuit from 
Illinois State Fair in August through the Royal Winter 
Fair in November, finished her year with the highly 
creditable record of 13,809.6 lbs. milk, 705.2 lbs. fat, 
3.7% fat at 2 years, 5 months, 22 days of age, Class A. 
She was bred June 25 and should easily qualify for the 
305-day division with weeks to spare. Although showing 
in two-year-old form well along toward the tag end of 
her lactation, Maudlene made a splendid showing. Her 
winning included first in class at the Royal Winter Fair 
of Canada; Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, Illinois and 
Iowa State Fairs; first and grand champion at Indiana 
State Fair. At the National, she was set down to fifth 
place and at Wisconsin fourth. In the All-American 
Voting Contest, the popular vote confirmed the action of 
the committee in choosing her for this high honor. 


Maudlene carries a most interesting pedigree. Her 
sire, Posch Ormsby Fobes, is one of the senior sires at 
Maytag Dairy Farms. He was by DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch and out of Wisconsin Fobes 7th, famous 800-lb. 
fat daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and 
Wisconsin Fobes. He was selected as a logical mate for 
the Man-O-War females in this herd, Man-O-War being 
by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, with the next 
two dams also being sired by outstanding sons of old 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. Maudlene however, 
represents a somewhat different combination on her 
dam’s side. Her own dam, Ormsby Inka Rue Superior 
Segis, made a 3-year-old record of 848 lbs. fat as a 3- 
year-old, with 4% test, unfortunately being lost before 
next calving, but regarded as one of the best prospects 
ever in the herd. She was sired by a son of Sir Bess 
Ormsby May (noted Osborndale herd sire). Her dam, 
Maudlene Superior Segis, came to the Maytag herd as a 
vearling at $1500, being a three-quarter sister of Sir 
Inka May, sired by Sir Inka Superior Segis and out of 
Maudlene Ollie Homestead, sensational daughter of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, that sold for $3700 
in the Minesota Holstein Company auction. The thir- 
teen nearest dams have records averaging 841.6 lbs. fat. 

The baby daughter of Maudlene, sired by Man-O-War 
62d, went with her dam to Toronto to the 1937 Royal, 
where she stood third in a good class of junior heifer 


calves. Her next calf, due in early April or late this 
month, will be the All-American, Man-O-War Concen- 
trate. A full brother to Maudlene is Posch Ormsby 


Fobes 6th, who was sold to the University of Arizona 
at Tucson and widely used in the University herd and in 
that of G. F. Wood of the same place, where his first 
daughters are just beginning to freshen with great 
promise.

and owners. Although all calibretione and readings 
have not been completed, the indications are that hori- 
zontal pressures as high as 800 pounds per square foot 
have alrezdy been developed. Further reports will be 
available later. 

There is little doubt but that the use of grass silage 
will radically change the type of barn structures which 
will be built in the future. This type of storage will 
favor the use of silos and low type barns without hay 
storage overhead, and will very largely solve the fire 
hazard. Should extra storage space be needed for bed- 
ding or additional feed, the hay barrick offers a satis- 
factory solution. The great fire risk of keeping livestock 
in a barn with stored hay is in this way eliminated.

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Milk Marketing Problem No. 1 


The value of your Holstein cow, pure bred or grade, is eventually established by the 
value of her milk, in any market, compared with the milk of other dairy breeds. 


Holstein breeders should be on the alert to protect the Holstein milk market against 
a determined nation-wide campaign on the part of dealers to increase the “base-test” on 
which fluid milk is purchased. 


An undisputed economic fact can be stated practically as follows: ‘Shippers 
(producers) do not like to receive, and will not long accept, less than the price paid for 
‘base-test’ milk. Statistics reveal that shippers (producers) do rearrange their herds, even 
to the extent of adding red and yellow cows without dealer insistence, to raise the average 
butterfat content of their milk to at least equal or slightly exceeding the ‘base-test’ of their 
market.” The butterfat differential paid for milk testing above or below the “base-test’’, 
if above the market value of butterfat for manufactured purposes, will tend to raise the test 
in any given market. 


A keen understanding of these basic economic principles by dealer-distributors has 
lead them to bring pressure on health officers, city councils, milk boards and administra- 
tors to raise the “base-test” on which market milk is purchased. When “base-test’” in- 
creases and requested hearing are held the dealer element is never absent. The Hol- 
stein breeder has more at stake than has the’ breeder of any other dairy cattle. Although 
it is something that concerns all breeds. Every hearing on “base-test” is of vital impor- 
tance to our breed. Every Holstein breeder should record his verbal and written opinion 
when a hearing is held on an agreement, ordinance or law affecting “‘base-test” and butter- 
fat differential. The “base-test’”’ on which milk is bought is of tremendously more impor- 
tance than any “per hundred” price agreement. 


Butterfat costs the dealer-distributor more per pound in 3.5% ‘“‘base-test” milk than is 
paid per pound for higher ‘base-test’ differential fat. Forcing upward the ‘base-test’ by the 
dealer-distributor reduces his cost per pound of fat and permits his continued participation in 
creamline warfare at producers’ expense Such practices have practically ruined the fresh 
fluid cream market in every section where the creamline fight has brought excessively high 
percentage of fat into the blended milk of any city. It has also raised prices to the consumer 
which resulted in an alarming decrease in fluid consumption and the use of substitutes. 


Every demand on the part of dealer-distributor to increase the “base-test” level may 
be interpreted as a roundabout method of increasing the “dealers spread” by reducing the 
price per pound of fat paid producers. 


Every producer of Holstein milk should secure from the Extension Service basic 
arguments to substantiate the sound economic principle outlined above. Armed with these 
facts breeders, in great numbers, should invade every hearing room in this country when 
any change in “‘base-test’” is under consideration.

N P Becky Bleske Piebe Ormsby 1283457 finished her test 
October 12, 1937, and is credited with 31,418.0 lbs. milk, aver- 
age per cent fat 3.2 and 1,005.5 lbs. fat in 365 days, tested in 
Classification A. She freshened at the age of 8 years, 25 days. 
Her sire is N P Hengerveld Topsy Count 479846 and her dam is 
N P Becky BDleske Beauty Piebe 867583. She was bred and is 
now owned by the University of Nebraska, North Platte, 
Nebraska. At the age of 1 year, 9 months, 27 days, she was 
credited with 11,049.7 lbs. milk, average per cent fat 3.7 and 
408.3 lbs. fat in 365 days in Classification C. Freshening again 
as a junior three-year-old, she produced 21,435.2 lbs. milk, aver- 
age per cent fat 3.5 and 746.6 lbs. fat in the year. Tested as a 
junior four-year-old, she made 26,091.2 lbs. milk, average per 
cent fat 3.6 and 936.3 lbs. fat in the year, and at 6 years, 9 
months of age she produced 26,467.5 lbs. milk, average per cent 
fat 3.4 and 889.3 lbs. fat in 365 days.

JERSEY AUCTION SALES IN 1937 

The Jersey Bulletin reports that 
in 1937 there were 55 auction sales 
of Jersey cattle held in which 2,246 
were sold for $356,449, an average 
of $158.70. This is the largest num- 
ber of sales and largest number of 
head sold at auction since 1929. The 
figures for the year compared with 
1346 head averaging $160.95 in 
1936. Other depression-year figures 
were $125.76 for 564 head in 1932; 
$121.35 for 458 head in 1933: 
$160.25 for 851 head in 1934: $150.- 
92 for 1,718 head in 1935. Top in- 
dividual price of the year was $4,500 
for an imported cow in the Edmond 
Butler sale. This cow later winning 
“rand championship at the National 
Dairy Show. The 3utler sale was top 
Jersey sale of the year with an av- 
erage of $857.29. Nine Jersey sales 
averaged above $200; fifteen aver- 
aged under $100.
